2. In response to the Amendment received on March 6, 2002, the examiner has carefully 
considered the amendments. The examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claims 11-15, 20- 
21, and 25-29.

In claim 8, line 1, Delete the word "composition' 7 and insert the word 

"method" . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-10, 16-19, 22-24, and 30-32 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach and/or fairly suggest a method of coating on an automotive body component from 
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a composition comprising a combination comprising at least one epoxy compound, at least one 
polyol, and at least one ultraviolet photoinitiator wherein said method comprises: 

(a) applying the exposed composition onto the automotive body component wherein 
at least a portion of the automotive body component has a vertical surface and; 

(b) exposing the automotive body component to a source comprising ultraviolet 
radiation thereby forming a coating upon the automotive body component. 

Nor does the prior art teach and/or fairly suggest a method of coating a brake rotor 
comprising: 

(a) providing a composition comprising a combination comprising at least one 
epoxy, at least one polyol; and at least one ultraviolet photoinitiator; 

(b) applying the composition onto at least a portion of the brake rotor, 

(c) exposing the brake rotor to a source of ultraviolet radiation, and; 

(d) recovering a coated brake rotor. 

Nor does the prior art teach and/or fairly suggest a method of coating on an 
automotive body component from a composition comprising a combination comprising at least one 
epoxy compound, at least one polyol, and at least one ultraviolet photoinitiator wherein said 
method comprises: 

(a) applying the exposed composition onto the automotive body component wherein 
the automotive body component comprises a weld formed between at least two adjacent 
components; and, 

(b) exposing the automotive body component to a source comprising ultraviolet 
radiation thereby forming a coating upon the automotive body component.
